'30-DAY OUTLOOK: 
UNSEASONAL COLD 
FOR MOST OF U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP)— 
The weather bureau’s 30-day out- 
look for the period mid-November 
to mid-December indicates tem- 
peratures averaging below sea- 
sonal normals over most of the 
nation except for near-to or above 
normal in New England, the 
Southwest, and Florida. 

The most unseasonably cold 
weather is expected in the lower 
Great.Lakes region and the cen- 
tral Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
the bureau said.

Precipitation amounts are ex- 
pected to exceed normal east of 
the Mississippi with considerable 
snow over central and northern 
inland regions.

OF NOVEMBER EVER

The weatherman’s forecast of 
about 18 degrees for tomorrow 
morning will be no solace to St.

LONDON, Nov. 17 (UP)—An 
atomic central heating plant, de- 
scribed as the first in the world, 
was tested today at Britain’s 
atomic research establishment at 
Harwell.

- |DOCTOR DISCUSSES 
| POSSIBLE ROLE 
OF VIRUS IN CANCER 


A possibility that a virus or a 
virus-like agent may be the basic 
cause of cancer, when assisted by 
nutritional, hormonal, genetic or 
mutational factors, was put forth 
yesterday in New York by Dr. 
Henry Pinkerton, head of the 
pathology department at St. Louis 
University School of Medicine. 

Dr. Pinkerton spoke at a sym- 
posium, sponsored by the New 
York Academy of Science, on the 
subject of “Viruses as Causative 
Agents of Cancer.” He cited the 
role of diet in its effect on certain 
diseases. Psittacosis or parrot 
fever, a virus infection, can be 
changed-from a latent infection 
to a fatal illness simply by with- 
holding thiamin, one of the B 
complex vitamins, from the diet, 
he said. 

Dr. Pinkerton presented the 
virus as a causative agent of can- 
cer only as a logical possibility, 
adding that much more work will 
have to be done in the subject 
before definite conclusions can be 
announced.

History Professor Henry L. Robert’s 
article, “The Dilemma of Land Re- 
form,” seems to me to have side-stepped 
the real issues involved. 

Behind the advocates and opponents 
of land reform, is the world’s No. 1 
problem—landlessness. Most of the 
earth’s inhabitants are disinherited 
from their rights as equal stockholders 
of the Creator’s earth. 

In Egypt about 1 per cent of the pop- 
ulation own about three-fourth’s of the 
arable land. Almost as bad conditions 
exist in Irag, Spain, Argentina, Chile, 
South and East Africa 

In the United States, according to the 
1930 census, in Mississippi tenants and 
sharecroppers constituted 70 per cent 
of the farm population. In Greene and 
Macon counties, Georgia, on the richest 
land of the South, 50 per cent of the 
white families and nine-tenths of the 
Negro families were landless. 

A member of the New York Bar de- 
livered a lecture in 1936 before the Law 
School of Cornell University, entitled 
“Economie Aspects of Land Titles.” He 
pointed out thet Manhattan Island, New 
Yerk, with nearly 2,000,000 population, 
had four billion dollars of land value, 
arid that 1 per cent of the population 
owned 95 per cent of the land value.

Now Mr. Truman has fired Caudle het s 
White House announcement says, Caudle’s “out- 
side activities” were “incompatible with the 
duties of his office.” Presumably these outside 
activities include Caudle’s admitted oil specula- 
tions with gambler friends, and his free trip to 
Europe and loan from a champagne company. 

Yet Caudle’s cénduct as a Justice Department 
official is more disquieting than any of his out- 
side activities.

$400,000 Alabama tax evasion case, by saying 
there was no hope of successful prosecution. It 
was Caudle who, when the case was successfully 
prosecuted, took the prosecutor off further tax 
cases. 

And it was Caudle who refused to give Con- 
gressmen investigating the ramifications of cor- 
ruption in the tax bureau the tax files needed 
to complete their work. 

In short, Caudle deserved presidential censure 
even more for what he did in office than for 
what he did outside it. Yet such censure is not 
forthcoming. And that leaves another question. 


Was Caudle personally responsible for ob- 
structing inquiry whenever shame threatened 
the Administration? For Caudle was under the 
authority of Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, who also tried to interfere with the inves- 
tigation of tax fixing in St. Louis. And Caudle, 
like McGrath, was a Truman appointee.

Those Metal Tabs 


Many motorists will agree with State Auditor 
William H. Holmes, who wants a review of weak- 
nesses in Missouri’s 1947 motor license law, and 
names the use of metal license plate tabs as 
weakness number one. 

The 1947 law provided for ienieiine the is- 
suance of license plates and for permanent li- 
cense plates. This has done away with the year- 
end rush for renewals, and it should make iden- 
tification and law enforcement simpler. The law 
was passed for good and sufficient reason. 

But the metal tabs issued each year to motor- 
ists to affix on their licenses are a thin basis 
for operating the law. Anybody can remove one 
with a knife. Nobody can readily tell whether 
one belongs on the plate to which it is attached. 
They are, as Mr. Holmes calls them, a “prime 
cause of fraud and delinquency.” 

At the very least, the state could make these 
tabs more secure, or more easily identifiable. Or 
it could simply issue brand new license plates 
each year, as it used to do, but keep the perma- 
nent license numbers. That would replace a lot 
of rusty unreadable license plates. 

After three years of tab tribulation, what does 
the Revenue Department’s high command sug- 
gest? There ought to W& something better than 
the renewable, removable metal tabs, 
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Whittling a Telephone Disparity 

There never has been a good explanation of 
why a 200-mile telephone call should cost a cer- 
tain amount if made within one state, and cost 
considerably less if made across a state line. In- 
dications that the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission may move to reduce the disparity are 
therefore more than welcome. 

The commission’s chief accountant, Homer L. 
Thorp, has urged it to shift from .intrastate to 
interstate accounts of the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co, a substantial amount of its in- 
vestment and operating expenses, according to 
principles recommended by a committee of the 
National Association of Railroad and Utilities 
Commissioners. The association as a whole has 
not approved the committee's report, but it did 
approve an alternative plan, somewhat less dras- 
tic, and urged all state commissions to put it 
into effect on an interim basis. 

In reopening the Bell case to take testimony 
on this point, the Missouri commission indicates 
strongly that one plan or the other will probably 


figure in its decision on Bell's application for . 


another increase in Missouri rates. 


This may not mean a great difference in Mis- 
souri rates immediately, but at least the cus- 
tomer will know that when he pays his telephone 
bill for local or state service he is not subsidiz- 
ing long-distance calls across state lines as much 
as he has been doing under a different system 
of accounting.

In addition there are in the St. Louis area 
various East Side hoodlums who hold cards in 
AFL construction trades unions, and bookmak- 
ers have set up shop in recent years on several 
big construction jobs. 

Labor hoodlumism in this area went so far 
last summer as to threaten a construction job 
connected with the national security. Contractors 


‘ said they feared to bid on the emergency de- 


fense construction program at Scott Air Force 
Base, near Belleville, Ill., lest AFL building 
trades unions try to shake them down. For a 
while it was doubtful whether the program could 
be carried out at Scott. 


The New York dock strike was a similar story 
of the enemy within. The strikers were striking 
because Joe Ryan ran the AFL Longshoremen’s 
Association like a fascist state, and with hood- 
lums in key spots. Spruille Braden, former am- 
bassador to Argentina, who is chairman of the 
Citizens’ Anti-Crime committee in New York, 
charged that Anthony Anastasia, Brooklyn wa- 
terfront boss, derives his power “from his broth- 
er Albert, lord high executioner of Murder, Inc.” 
Mr. Braden said Harold Bowers, a union organ- 
izer who controls longshoremen at the Cunard 
pier, was “a member of convicted bank robber 
Mickey Bowers’ mob,” that Alex de Brizzi, union 
vice president, has been “arrested more than 20 
times for bookmaking,” and that Ed Florio, New 
Jersey organizer, is “a convicted bootlegger.” 


Plainly, it is long since time for the AFL to 
bring its standards, and its enforcement of them, 
up to the level of the example being set for it 
by the CIO. 
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When An Air Raid Test Here? 


When is St. Louis going to start having air 
raid tests? New York City has just had one, with 
an estimated 332,000 civil defense workers tak- 
ing part, and plans a surprise drill in the next 
few days. Philadelphia has had its fourth large- 
scale test. Kansas City and Jefferson City had 
tests—none too successful, but at least a start 
of sorts—nearly a year ago. St. Louis has still 
not had a single air raid test. 

Raymond R. Tucker has been on the job as 
civil defense administrator of St. Louis for near- 
ly nine months now, and we should think that 
in that length of time he has been able to bring 
plans for a test along to the point of readiness. 
How many trained civil defense workers would 
be ready to spring into action if an atomic bomb 
were dropped on St. Louis tomorrow? St. Louis 
is about an eighth the size of New York—does it 
have an eighth as many trained civil defense 
workers? Does it have 41,500 civilians who know 
their posts and their duties and stand ready to 
assume them at an instant’s notice? 


Air raid tests are absolute essentials. There is 


no way to prepare a city against air attack with- 
out them. New York and other cities have found 
that there are many kinks to be straightened out 
that cannot even be detected until tests are held. 
Some of the sirens don’t blow. Some of those 
that blow cannot be heard far enough sway. 
Many people don’t pay any attention to the 
sirens when they hear them. At the other ex- 
treme there is always the danger that the peo- 
ple of a city might get panicky if they were con- 
fronted with a real air raid warning before they 
had even gone through a practice one. 
When is St. Louis to have its test? 
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The Teachers’ Proposals 

By and large, the amendments proposed by 
the AFL Teachers’ Federation for the pending 
St. Louis public school unit control bill appear 
to be both reasonable and in the interest of the 
public as well as the teachers. 

The amendments are aimed generally at as- 
suring tenure and providing that appointments 
and demotions of teachers will be on the basis 
of merit. These provisions were contained in 
the St. Louis School Board's original bill, but 
were eliminated in the substitute measure writ- 
ten by the State Senate’s education committee. 
The substitute is the bill before the Senate. 

One provision which was not in the original 
proposal—but which showed up. in the substi- 
tute—declared that teachers could be dismissed 
for “publicly advocating principles or engaging 
in activities known to be un-American.” Quite 
properly, the federation objects to this language 
on the ground that it is vague, uncertain and 
open to too many interpretations. - 

The teachers want that phraseology eliminated 
and would substitute as a cause of dismissal 
“publicly advocating the overthrow by violence 
of the established constitutional government of 
the United States or the State of Missouri.” 

Even this proviso could be omitted, we sus- 
pect, without seriously endangering the safety of 
the republic. If things ever get to the point 
where teachers are publicly advocating violent 
revolution, the legal right to fire them for it may 
not amount to much. But if some such loyalty

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Your news columns reported the oppo- 
sition of various members of the Missouri 
Legislature to a newly proposed one-house 
body, and also mentioned the fact that I 
had sponsored a one-house legislature in 
the 1944 Constitutional Convention with- 


success. 

I have no connection with the group 
submitting the proposed change, but I 
believe their program should be studied 
and discussed, as should that of the 
League of Women Voters who have long 
been advocates of a unicameral legis- 
lature. 

There are no arguments against such a 
change which cannot be successfully re- 
futed except one and that is tradition. 
Yet a one-house legislature will not auto- 
matically correct the evils of a two-house 
legislature and guarantee good govern- 
ment. 

It is my belief that the legislative 
process should be conducted in a goldfish 
bowl, so simplified 
that any intelligent 
citizen can wunder- 
stand what is going 


on. 

The best check on 
undesirable legisla- 
tion and the best 
remedy for the pas- 
sage of good legisla- 
tion is an alert, well- 
informed and aggres- 
sive public opinion. 

A one-house body, 
meeting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, 
as did our one-house Thomas Jefferson 
Constitutional Con- 
vention, would let the voters know from 
day to day what was going on and who 
was advocating what. 

Our present system attracts and sup- 
ports, and to some extent makes necessary 
the lobbyist who attempts to conduct legis- 
lation. through the maze of our legislative 
halls and procedures. Witness the recent 
small loan legislation and the current fight 
on the redistricting bill. 

Under our two-party system, if the same 
party controls both houses, there will be 
no checks and very little “critical re- 
vision” of each other’s legislation. If the 
Senate and the House are controlled by 
different parties, there will be a deadlock. 

When the two-house legislature was 
adopted, most states lacked a governor's 
veto. Missouri, with four other states, has 
the strongest, an item veto. It also has the 


referendum and the initiative, poor sub- 
stitute for representative government, but 
voted by the people to protect themselves 
against their bad legislative experiences 
with a two-house assembly. 

The great political - philosopher, James 
Bryce, in his “The American Common- 
wealth” said that “the real blemishes in 
the system of state government are found 
in the composition and conduct of the 
legislatures.” 


Thomas Jefferson, a strong advocate of 
a one-house legislature, said that. the 
larger the legislative body, the easier it 
was to be controlled by a few men. 


It is interesting to note that in the last 
Constitutional Convention the opponents 
to a change to a simplified one-house body 
also successfully opposed the correction 
of the evils in a two-house body. These 
included the elimination of secrecy in 
committees and the requirement for a 
publication of the record of the vote of 
each member and procedure in all com- 
mittees, too many committees and too 
many committee assignments for each 


‘member making quorums difficult. 


Benjamin Franklin advocated a one- 
house legislature for Pennsylvania, which 
had one for 30 years, and said that having 
two houses was like “hitching a horse to 
each end of a cart and letting them pull 
in opposite directions.” 

Woodrow Wilson, as well as nearly every 
other student of government, advocated a 
one-house legislature. 

Reference has been made that only 
Nebraska has afforded experience with a 
one-house body. Vermont had one for 50 
years and its State Historical Society has 
published a comparison which favors the 
one-house body, from the caliber of the 
legislators, the quality, character and per- 
manency of the legislation, and the econ- 
omy of the government. 

All of the provinces or states of Canada 
except one have a one-house body. Every 
large American city has changed from a 
two-house to a one-house body, some of 
which have larger and: more diversified 
populations than several of the states. 

When the high cost of inefficient and 
irresponsible mnon-representative govern- 
ment is taking such a terrific toll from 
every taxpayer, let’s review and correct 
our legislative evils. A one-house legisla- 
ture can be a step in ‘the right direction.

The pianist was the Italian- 
born Aldo Ciccolini‘' who made his 
debut appearance in Kiel Audi- 
torium in the course of his first 
transcontinental tour of America. 
Ciccolini devoted himself to the 
poetic and lyrical aspects of the 
Beethoven concerto with notable 
success and achieved, in the proc- 
ess, a farily complete statement 
of its many inter-related values. 
It is true, of course, that absolute 
power is sometimes necessary to 
make the dynamic contrasts in 
Beethoven’s music, sufficiently 


bold. Ciccolini’s performance was | p 


reduced in scale so far as dy- 
namics were concerned but what 
was not directly stated was al- 
ways implied. . 

Accomplished Artist. ; 

In beauty of tone, fluency of 
line, delicacy of inflection and 
elearness of phrase his playing 
was that of an accomplished ar- 
tist. The purity of his conception 
got unusually affecting results in 
the slow movement. The resolu- 
tion of the emotional conflict be- 
tween orchestra and piano was 
masterfully accomplished by all 
concerned. 

Conductor Vladimir Golsch- 
mann and the orchestra adapted 
themselves in every respect to 
the weight, plasticity and finesse 
of the soloist. 

The performance of the orches- 
tra in the Bartok piece was even 
more striking as a feat of in- 
tegration because it was both in- 
tricate and exposed. This fasci- 
nating work, which was written 
in 1936,.was a wonderful demon- 
stration of Bartok’s mastery of 
the orchestral palette. Chromatic 
runs on the tympani, buzzing 
tremolandi, the steely accents of 
the xylophone, harp glissandi and 
many other color effects were em- 
ployed organically; that is to say 
they played a part in developing 
the material. For Bartok as usual 
had something to say and went 
about it in a systematic manner. 
The division of the orchestra into 
two parts with consequent anti-. 
phonal effects, the irregularity 
of the beat and the coloristic de- 
vices already mentioned were 
parts of the scheme which, in its 
own way was severely classical. 

Beauty of Design. 

So there was beauty of design, 
the stimulus of active movement, 
and a high spirited, vital core 
of ideas involved in the work. Its 
emotion, in general was the emo- 
tion of controlled flight and or- 
ganized energy. One section had 
an allusion to a folk dance, but 
only one. 

The audience was plainly 
stirred by the extraordinary vi- 
tality of this music and its spir- 
ited, precise performance. 

Conductor Golschmann started 
his program with the Prelude to 
Act III of Vincent D’Indy’s “Fer- 
vaal” and finished with Ravel’s 
atmospheric and strongly rhyth- 
mic “Rhapsodie Espagnol.” Both 
were well played and both con- 
tributed their parts to making the 
program unusually varied and ex- 
citing. .

Program highlights, to these 
ears, were Schubert’s B Flat Ma- 
jor Impromptu, the Liszt trans- 
cription of Gounod’s Faust Waltz, 
Chopin’s E Major Etude and 
“Double Thirds Etude,” Ravel’s 
Bolero (it drew the biggest hand), 
Paderewski’s Minuet in G and De- 
bussy’s “Beau Soir.” At times 
on the Debussy the quartet 
achieved that perfection of sound- 
ing like one piano.

airpower. Chances appear good 
now that the request will be met. 


Some members of Congress 
look for President Truman to 
stress the need for more airpower 
quickly in his messages to the 


‘new session shortly after the first 


of the year. 

Three Senators, Edwin C. John- 
son (Dem.), Colorado, Young 
(Rep.), Indiana, and Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, indicated they are 
anxious to boost the nation’s 
present airpower. 

More Bombers Needed. 

Gen. Curtis LeMay, head of the 
Strategic Air Command, said last 
night his bombers can launch 
swift retaliatory attack at any 
enemy, but that SAC has a gigan- 
tic task calling for more than “a 
handful of bombers and atomic 
bombs.” 

He made his remarks in an ad- 
dress to the National Geographic 
Society. He said his long-range 
force includes B-29s, B-50s and 
the B-36, “our first truly inter- 
continental bomber,” with the six- 
jet, medium B-47 “just beginning 
to come into our force.” 

“This striking force would be 
launched against the enemy’s in- 
dustrial force in the early days of 
the next war,” he said, adding: 

“We can insure that the battle 
fought on the battlefield will be 
(by strategic bombing) consider- 
ably shortened and less costly... . 
This is a gigantic task. We cannot 
accomplish it with simply a hand- 
ful of bombers and atomic bombs. 
.«. If our Strategic Air Command 
is properly supported and we do 
our job properly, the results ,. . 
will insure our ultimate victory.” 

He gave no figures on plane 
production or availability at pres- 


ent. 
10-Month Production Lag. 

Pentagon leaders recently said 
complex new bombers and fight- 
ers would be ready 10 months 
later than expected earlier this 
year. 

Because of lengthened produc- 
tion time, Pentagon leaders now 
are expected to urge appropria- 
tions next year for plane procure- 
ment originally planned for 1953 
and 1954. 

. “I’m air-minded,” Senator John- 
son told a reporter today. “‘That’s 
the way to defend this country.” 

Young, a member of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, said 
in a separate interview: “I’m a 
stanch supporter of the strongest 
possible airpower to assure air 
supremacy for this country.” 

Lodge, a World War II Army 
officer, has been plugging for 
more air power for more than 
five years. , 

Yesterday he told a Chicago 
Republican women’s forum that 
the present Administration has 
failed “to get some real produc- 
tion so that we could support our 
troops overseas and put firm dip- 
lomatic pressure on the Kremlin 
to stop its warlike activities.” 

Lodge suggested that the Re- 
publicans use the aircraft and 
arms production record of the 
present Democratic Administra- 
tion as a 1952 campaign issue.

The 
whole plot of “The Man Who Came to Dinner,” he 
points out, was stated very succinctly in a seven- 
word proverb: “Fish and guests stink after three 
days.” <A good joke or story, he feels, should be 
almost a one-act play.
